WOMAN, 

ToLepo, O., Feb. 27.—The case of Robert 
Bailey, colored, on trial for marrying a white 
girl contrary to the law of 1840, which imposes 
a fine of $100 and three months’ imprisonment 
for a white person marrying one of negro blood 
or vice versa, was tried here today. The de- 
murrer filed by the defense was that the law 
was unconstitutional under the fourteenth 
amendment. The Judge dismissed the de- 
taurrer, holding thst the law did not legislate in 
favor of the white race, imposing the same

A DEMOCRATIC LAW WHICH DISCRIMINATES 
AGAINST THE NEGRO. 


since the late War was passed by Republicans 
in spite of unanimous opposition by the Demo- 
cratic members. That bill provided for the 
protection of “all men as equal before the 
law.” The bill passed by the Ohio Legislature 
does not go that far, although the preamble 
admits that it is essential to just govemn- 
ment.“ Respectable, well-dressed, sober, 
telligent colorea men are not equal before the 
Ohio law with white men of similar character- 
istics. The bill protects them only in the 
“privileges of inns, public conveyances 
on land and water, theatres, and ether 
places of amusement.“ Such colored men as 
the Rev. James Poindexter, of this city, not- 
withstanding their many virtues, may be turned 
away from depot restaurants and depot dining- 
rooms, or from restaurants elsewhere, without 
hope of redress from the law until it has been 
passed upon by the courts: The Republicans 
in the General Assembly endeavored to amend 
the bill so as to leave no doubt as to its intent 
to protect all men as equal before the law, but 
the Democrats killed- the proposition. It was 
proposed by the loans to include restau-

inns. This would have stripped the law of the 
doubt that now exists in it as to the privileges

MISS MARY d. TESTIMONY. 

After several wit s had testified as to the 
finding of Mr. Morse’s body, Miss Mary C. Black- 
burn was called to the chair beside Coroner 
Levy. She gave her name and address—No. 
347 West Forty-third street—in a clear, distinct 


voice, and said: 


» have known Mr. Moree for fifteen yearsor 
more, and either last June or July I was under 
engagement with and played for him at his 
Twenty-third Street Theatre. Since that time I 


have seen him almost daily, and for some two 


weeks past I have been appearing in his play, 
‘On the Yellowstone,’ at the Cosmopolitan The- 
atre. I last saw Mr. Morse the morning of the 22d 
of February, at about 2 o'clock. Mr. Morse 
had been at the theatre all during the perform- 
ance that evening (Feb. 21), andjafter it was 
over he walked with me to my house. He said 
that he wanted to see Mr. Nugent, at Eighth 
avenue and Forty-second street, and that if I 
would wait for him he would shortly be back 
and take me to supper. I ocoupy the first flat, 
and I waited in the front parlor for about 
fifteen minutes. Mr. Morse came back, and we 
walked over to a restaurant on Eighth: avenue, 
near Forty-second street. He appeared to be in 
exceedingly good humor. He ate heartily, and 
we talked together very pleasantly for an hour 
or more, during which time he smoked several 
oigurets. 
MMGvxrr's ASSAULT ON 
Miss Blackburn then went on to say that they 


drank nothing but beer. About 1:30 they left 


the restaurant and waiked to her house, reach- 
ing there about 2 o'clock. The wifhess then 
continued:

Mr. Hunt was married 
three times. His first wife was a Miss Anderson, 
of Mississippi, who lived but a year and left 
no children. His second wife was Miss Elizabeth 
Ridgley, daughter of Commodore Ridgley, by 
whom he had seven children, all of ‘whom are liv- 
ing. His third wife was a Miss Hopkins, who has 
borne him no children. She, with his daughter 
Cornelia, was with him in Russia when he died. 
The dead Minister has four sisters living with their 
uncle Randall in New Orleans. The third son, 
Randall, lives in St. Paul, having recently located 
there as a civil engineer.

“JACEK” AND “TIGE,” 


4 TWO-HOURS’ DOG-FIGHT WHICH DELIGHTED 


THE SPORTING GENTRY BY ITS BRUTALITY. 
About forty members of the local sporting 
gentry met in the hold of a veésel in the viein- 
itg of the Twenty-second street bridge yester- 
day afternoon to witness a fight between the 
Bridgeport white bulil-dog Jack and a brin- 
dle and white species of the same breed named 
“Tige,”” owned by a West-Side person. The 
battle was for $50 a side, but several hundred 
dollars were staked on the match by admirers 
of the respective canines. Both dogs had seen 
service prior to yesterday and bear good 
records, Jack having twice defeated the 


“Milwaukee terrier, Grip.“ while Tige“ is 


credited with winning several local battles. 

In weight the dogs were pretty evenly 
matched, * Jack“ tipping the beam at thirty- 
tyo pounds, and „Time one pound heavier. 
After considerable wrangling a referee was 
agreed upon and the battle commenced, the 
animals being washed, rubbed, and looked after 
by two experienced handlers. 

With a savage spring and extended jaws the 
brutes came together.

About a month ago Judge Smith heard the 
case of the County of Cook against Recorder 
Brockway to recover $500 retained by him as 
fees or salary f
